PROGRAM NOTES by Joseph Dyer 


HANDEL: Messiah (1745) 

The year 1745 found Handel’s fortunes at an extremely low ebb. His oratorio 
season at the Haymarket Theatre was faring badly and two new works, Hercules 
and Belshazzar, had failed. Perhaps hoping to salvage the remainder of the season 
he drew out his “Sacred Oratorio” which had not been particularly successful 
during the previous two London seasons. Because of ecclesiastical opposition 
Handel still did not presume to call it publicly by its intended title Messiah. 

The 1745 season could not be saved, however, and to make the disaster com- 
plete Handel’s health began to deteriorate. Before the season’s oratorio series 
could be brought to a conclusion Handel had to retire in a state of physical and 
mental collapse. He had performed Messiah under its provisional title but it was 
not to be heard again until 1749. 

Messiah had been greeted warmly in Dublin at its first performance (1742) 
but London remained reserved during 1743-44. Had his strength permitted, 
Handel would probably have made some alterations in the score of the oratorio 
for its 1745 revival. As it was, he merely reallocated the arias in current use 
among the four soloists at his disposal. This 1743-45 version of Messiah differs 
in several respects from that familiar to most listeners from recordings which 
reflect the performance tradition of the 1750s. 

Important for determining the changing versions of Messiah are the word 
books printed each year and sold to those who bought concert subscriptions. 
These books inform us whether, for instance, in a given year a particular number 
from the oratorio was performed as a song or as a chorus when two versions of 
the same text exist. Unfortunately, no word book with the text of Messiah as 
sung in 1745 has survived, but a copy from the previous year is extant. This, 
together with indications in Handel’s conducting score, permits a reconstruction 
of the Haymarket Theatre performance which took place in 1745. Handel often 
noted the names of his singers in his score and these entries are valuable for 
establishing the number and voice disposition of the soloists in a given year. 
Since there are no dramatis personae in Messiah, Handel could distribute arias 
with greater freedom than he could in the dramatic oratorios. 

This year’s performance of Messiah follows the reconstruction of the 1745 
version as determined by Alfred Mann of Rutgers University. The following 
numbers vary from what may be considered better-known versions: 

But who may abide—the original for Bass (without the prestissimo) 
But lo, the angel of the Lord—an arioso instead of the accompanied 
recitative 
Rejoice greatly—in 12/8 time instead of the familiar common-time 
He shall feed his flock—in B-flat for soprano solo 
Thou art gone up on high—the original autograph version for bass; 
there are two reworkings of this aria. 
How beautiful are the feet—an anthem to a text from Isaiah, not to 
the more familiar text from Romans 10:15 
Their sound is gone out~—an arioso instead of the (later) chorus 
Besides preserving and presenting the various versions of Messiah which Handel 
conducted over the years the Society also attempts to approach the balance of 
vocal and instrumental forces customarily employed by the composer. The 
instrumentalists and singers under Mr. Dunn’s direction also observe baroque 
conventions in articulation, playing techniques and ornamentation—the better 
to give a vivid account of this most beloved of oratorios. 


ASSISTING ARTISTS 
jt As 


BARBARA WALLACE has sung as soloist 
with numerous choruses and orchestras, 
in Boston and elsewhere: the Boston Pops, 
Boston Philharmonia, Boston Opera Com- 
pany, and the Detroit Symphony among 
others. She is soprano soloist at King’s 
Chapel, where the Handel and Haydn So- 
ciety first performed Messiah in 1815. 
Though she missed that particular perform- 
ance, the Society has attempted to rectify 
the omission by engaging her to sing many 
times since. 


SHIRLEY LOVE has been a member of the 
Metropolitan Opera since 1964, singing 
Suzuki in Madama Butterfly and Maddelena 
in Rigoletto, among other roles. She is 
equally at home in concert as in opera, 
having performed as soloist with the Winter 
Park Bach Festival, the Carmel Bach Festi- 
val, the Nashville and Cincinnati Symphony 
Orchestras, and with the Handel and Haydn 
Society, with whom she last performed 
Messiah in 1971. 


RICHARD SHADLEY is primarily renown- 
ed for his interpretations of Baroque music, 
especially the Evangelist in the Bach Pas- 
sions. His range and versatility go well 
beyond the Baroque, however, as the roles 
he has sung with the Society alone will in- 
dicate: Messiah, St. Matthew Passion, St. 
John Passion, Pinkham’s Daniel in_ the 
Lions’ Den, Haydn’s Creation, the Britten 
Nocturne, and works of Rameau and de 
Falla. He will also sing this season in the 
New Year’s Eve performance of Les Noces 
and the Rossini Petite Messe solennelle. 


ARA BERBERIAN has established an inter- 
national reputation in opera and recital. 
He has sung more than 90 operas with the 
San Francisco Opera, the New York City 
Opera, the New Orleans Opera, the San An- 
tonio Opera and others. He has performed a 
recital series in Russia and Soviet Armenia, 
and in 1971 he sang ten performances of 
The Abduction from the Seraglio with the 
Israel Philharmonic. The critics say that 
‘Ara Berberian has a centered, effortless 
booming voice that comes from somewhere 
around his toes.”’ 


1745 


ELIZABETH DUPARC, known on stage 
as La Francesina, was born in France and 
received training as a dancer and as a singer 
in Italy. Critics have acclaimed her for her 
“light and airy style’ and her “active 
throat’’. Since joining the company at the 
Haymarket Theatre she has appeared in 
Saul, Acis and Galatea, Esther, Semele, 
Samson, Joseph, Deborah, Hercules, Bel- 
Sbazzar, sand, thes premieres of: Israel im 
Bovpte St. Cecilia Ode mL Allegro, 1 pé.Oc- 
castonal Oratorio, and Alexander’s Feast, 
as well as tonight’s oratorio. Since succeed- 
ing Signora Strada del Po as prima donna 
of Mr. Handel’s company she has greatly 
improved. 


MISS ROBINSON is the daughter of the 
late Mrs. Ann Turner Robinson, remem- 
bered by Mr. Handel’s audiences over a 
period of twenty-five years. Her great grand- 
father was organist of Westminster Abbey 
and her grandfather was the celebrated 
countertenor and composer. She will appear 
at these concerts during this season only. 


JOHN BEARD has fulfilled the promise 
made by Mr. Handel when he introduced 
him with the prediction that “he will sur- 
prise the town before the winter is over’’. 
Some critics have been disappointed to find 
Mr. Beard more intelligent as an actor and 
superior in conduct and knowledge of music 
than as an exponent of the virtuoso school 
of sensational graces, saying that he never 
does more than is set down for him. But 
all have found his voice more powerful 
than sweet, but possessed of natural and 
manly qualities, and welcome him back 
after a brief retirement from professional 
singing. 


THOMAS REINHOLD, although of Ger- 
man birth, has been settled in London 
since 1731 and is well known as Mr. 
Handel’s principal bass for the last eight 
seasons at the Haymarket Theatre. The 
power and wide range of his agile voice 
have assured him a place in the company 
for as long as he continues to sing. If na- 
ture fulfills the promise in his young son, 
perhaps he will one day carry on the Rein- 
hold tradition in the company of Mr. Han- 
del’s soloists.
